made at one. | j 
Dauid was much troubled to ſce the proſperous eſtate 
of the wicked, and the meane and troubleſome condition 
of the Lordschildren. But God who will not leaue his 
ſervants in crronious conceipts, nor vnder the wearifome 
burden of fainting diſcontent, counſelleth his kingly Pros 
phet not to be dlqiete though he ſee the workers of ine 
1quitie to flouriſh like a greene bay-trec, and the righteous 
to vndergoe much feare and trouble: for it hee markebup - 
their ends, hee ſhall behold the wicked which draw out” 
their ſword, and bend their bow to ſlay ſuch as bee ofyp®. 
right converſation, that their ſword ſhall enter intotheit 
owne heart, and that like the grafſe they ſhall ſoone by 
cut downe, and like the greene hearbe they ſhall wit 
away. But for the man that hath rhelaw of his Godt 
his hearr,. his ſteps ſhall nor ſlide. For marke ray 
and vpright man : hee ncither fadeth nor rotteth ini 
name, nor falleth nor faileth in his profeſhon and hopes 
for fins illius pax, his end and wſhot is peace, Which point 
when David had learned in Gods SanAuary both by ditts ' 
Rion and obſeruation, he doth not keepe the ner 


thereof vnto himſelfe: but being eſtabliſhed in the 


endevoureth to confirme others in the ſame, by exhaw# 
ting them to obſerue the concluſion of good men, wheriy: 
they ſhall find ſuch matter of deſired comfort,as may + * 
courage them to paſſe thorow all the difficulties whic 
this preſent evill world can oppoſe againſt them, 
The words now read containe two parts.

And on the contrary (ide, as the ſoule is ſaid to bee flowen

+ | theworkes of juftice are not to be found. For faith the 
| Prophet, When the Kings daughter is all glorious within, 
kergarments without are of wrought gold ; and therfore 
uhſerua perfeitum & vide inſtum, by the latter know the 
former as a true demonſtration thereof. The end of a 
man thus deſcribed is peace. Which words I con- 
| eſſe are diverſly vnderſtood : but I follow the laſtand beſt 
tranſlation, which is moſt agrecableto the originall. And 
" F thosbaving broken the words into their naturall parts, 
| & letvs ſcewhart nouriſhment wee may get by every ſcuc« 
rallcantil]: forfure I am that there is not a crummeinany 
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parcell of theſe words, but it containeth good meat for a .

condly, becauſe they haue the ſtampe of perfeion vpon _ 
them, as the creatures which God did make, of which itis 
fad, he ſaw that they were good. 
And hence appearcth the loue of God toward the weake - 
onesin faith, x they are by him reſpefted and accomp- 
ted of as perfe& in their weakeſt infancie + much like a 10« 
ving farher, who chough his child can performe no dutie 
ofa man, yet doth he prouide meatto nouriſh him,clothes 
wherwith to cover him,means topreſeruc and keepe him, | 
yea a portion and an inheritance for him. 
7 Secondly, as Gods tender loue appeareth hereby: ſo is 
- | manshappineſle ſeene herein. Who though he be feeble 
and weakc,to any thing that is good,cither forthe hel ing 
ofhimſelfe or others: yet is he cared for and eſteemed of, | 
as though hewere perfe in the performance of all duties © © 
of a ſonne-like obedience, and lacked nothing. For which - 
cauſe you ſhall finde it often inthe Scriptures,that when a 
good man conſiderethof his owne eftate, he wanteth nci- - 
ther matter tocomplaine of, nortime of repentance.

T he ſecond is perfeftion Quoed veritatem, Whileſt man 
doth dwellin the houſe of clay, he hath faith, but with © 
ſome doubting ; hope, but with diſtruſt; loue,but withdi« 
like. Yet becauſe his faich is true faith, God accounteth

diſſembling behaviours, yea it will waſh him from the 
ſwiniſh faſhion of thoſe who hold the veritic of God; 
vnrighteouſneſſe, The Scribes and Phariſces made a glo» 
rious hew of vertue: but becauſe it wanted truth, theres 
foreall their pompe came to the ground , and they had

members, fighting againſt the law of his minde: is hether- 
foredeſtitute of the truth of Godsgrace ? not ſo, Is wine 
no wine, becauſe there be many Leesin the ſame? Is wa 
ter no watcr, becauſe it iscumbred & troubled with mud? 
it were an vnreaſonable ſpeech to ſay ſo. And it is npleſſe 
difagrecing from the truth, tothinke and ſay,thata man is 
nochild of God, becauſe hee is troubled wirh the incom- 
brances of ſinne. For the Lord beholding in whom there is 
true faith, hope, and brotherly charitie, which is v5ncu/ums 


purfettionts, ash S. Paul ſpeaketh , eſtcemerhthem for per- y, £,.,. 


fk&, who are ſimply plaine and plainely ſimple without 
hypocrifie. 

The third perfeftion which I named.to you inthe be- 
ginning, is perfeion quoed menſuram : what ? to a meaſure 
without defetor want, that is impoſhble to beeattained 
inthis world. The perfetionthen which we muſt looke 


forin thethird placeis,toi ſtriue forwards tothat which is i phit.z.r3; . 


ſet before, and not to be wearie of well doing,till we come 
toa full meaſure of ſanfitie void of {inne, which only is 
attained in the world tocome. The Apoſtle faith , Quot- 
quot perfeiti ſumus ita ſentiamms. S._Auguſtine vpon thoſe 
wordes thus ſpeaketh , Quotquot perfec7e currimus, hoc ſapi> 
mus quod nondum perfecti HEY ile per fictemur quo perfe- 
Be currimus. So many as runne pertealy vnderſtand thus | 
much , thatas yet they have notatrained perfeftion, but | 
ſhall be made compleat there wheretothey manfullyrun. | 


Be you & perfe&t, like as your heavenly father isperfeR, x xat.5.48, 4 


faith Chriſt, thatis, faith _4uguſtine, od perfeFionem con- 
tenaite, aime at perfeRion as the marke, whereupon you 
ſet. your cies in all your Chriſtian attempts, For as the 
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heauens and the earth are ſaid to be perfe, becauſe the< © 
moue and abide tothat end whereunto God did appoiag 
them, as Moſes ſpeaketh: ſo hee that is borne nor of the 

l will of the fleſh, but of the will of God, is ſaid to beper- 
te, becauſe hee imploieth the parts of his bodie, andthe 
powers of his ſoule, as ® weapons of righteouſneſſe, till 
they come tothe ®fulneſle of ioy ; and neither fiandeth 
Rill, nor turneth backe, but goeth on vntill he have finiſhy 
ed his courſe, and hauec the end of his faith, whichis the 
® ſaluation of his ſoule. Inthis world we ſec inpart, wee 
know in part 3 and thegreateſt meaſure to beeattainedin 
compariſon of that which by hope is expeRed, is but like 
a drop of water to the Occan, ora ſand by the ſca-ſhorets 


. amightie mountaine. But there will beatime when wee 
| ſhall come vntoa perfe& man, and vntoa meaſure ofthe 
; fulneſſe ofthe age of Chriſt Ieſus : and when that thatis

liſhed. The concluſion then ofthis point is this,that hows 
beirabſolute perfeRion is only in the author of all things, 
yet the true members of Chriſt haue received the fir 
fruits ofperfe&ion, and are ſaid to bee perfeR bothinre: 


gard of their intcgrall parts of ſanQitie, and in reſpeQof 


the truth ofholineſſe, and laſtly for thatthey enioy a mea- 


{ ſureofperſeion in the kingdome of grace, which ſhallbe 
; madecompleatandabſolute wantingnothing in the kings 
| domeofglory.For then ourknowledge which was mixed 


with ignorance, ſhall be ſo excellent, that wee ſhall know 
as weeare knowne : then we ſhall ſeehim, notin aglaſle, 
but cleerely and without all defe& : then our faith ſhallbe 
turned into fruition, hope into having, louc ſhall abide 
without diffimulation, and ina word wee ſhall be like him 
faith &, 7h, and ſechimasheis. Now asthis excellens 
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Pelegians have gathered deadly poylon fromthe ſame, to 
wit, T hat man may cometo luch a height ofperfeRion,as 
tobce deuoid of all ſinne inthis world. Againſt whom $, 
Hicrome writeth. T he Yalentinians, as irene reporteth,haue 
taught the like, and that they haue ſeede of eletion in 
them : The Manichees thought that rexate, ſuch as were 
regenerated, came to that perfeQion in this lite, that they 
could not ſinneany more, /maxime velint, howbcit they 
did much deſire it, Againſt all theſe doe but apply the di- 
tinion of perfeRion before handled, and fet downe,and 
wee ſhall ſce how vaineand idle, yea how blaſphemous 
theſe opinionsare. But to leauethis to the wiſe diſcretion 
ofthe hearers, let vs ſee what may be ſaid againſt them. 

Firſt, the Scripture telleth vs, that weare all the ſeede 
ofvncleaneneſſe :* and in reaſon no.cleane thing can come j79..5.;s. 
from that which is polluted. Againe, the holicſt men that 
baue lived did complaine of their wants, and haue beene 
ſubie&to * death, which is the wage of finne, as S. Paul* Roms.zre” 1 
ſpeaketh. And hath notour Sauiour taughr all his Church 
continually to pray , forgiue vs our debts ? which petition 73 riawar is 
were needlefſe in caſe we had alreadie attained perfefion, 9% 

Addeto this, thatperfe&ionconſiſteth in acertaine ex- 
celſe, from which the beſt is ſo farre in this life, that as S. 

Bern. ſaith , Nemo perfettus eft qui perfeitior eſſe non appetit. 
Andifhe hungerand thirſt after rightcovſneſle , itis ma- 

nifeſt he hath no ſuperfluitie, cither tolay by, or to afford 

others. Now if it be obiefted that our Sauiour ſaith,who- Whichwonks | 
fever drinketh of the water that he ſhall give them, ſhall Wu vnderſtood. 4 
never be mere a 4thirſt; the anſwere is readie, that thirſt of the eſtaze of | 
isnot oppoſed to further deſire of the encreaſe of grace , *5715 bees 
and ofthe bleſſed Image of God , _m_ is not fully reſto: world.

houſe of clay. Notto procced further inthispoint, the 
faying of . Auguſtine is good : Si qua fidelium bic eſſe pate 
perfettio, in eoconſiſtis, vt ſe imperfectos eſſe agnoſcant :If 
there be any perte&ion in this life,it is to know our wants, 
and to deſire a ſupply out of the rich treafure of Gods 
goodneſſe, And where this istruly in any man, it willbe 
ſeene by the praiſe of righteouſneſle, which is the & 
cond propertie of a good man. | 
Behold the iuſt, 

' Where integritic and ſoundneſle of faith is inthe hear, 
it is like fire, which yeeldeth either heat, or flame,or both, 
Let Dazids heart be hot within him, words of grace will 
iſſucfrom him. For as the ſpirit of man is not idle, ſothe 
fpirir of gracein man is euer working the thing thatis ho- 
ly, either by ſuppreſſing cuill, orating good : whereinis 
the life of true iuſtice and rightcouſneſſe, But to come 
morenecrely to the point, T his iuſt man which Dazid 
would hauc vs to behold, muſt be conſidered in his foure 
dimenſions. T he firſt whercof is his altitude, and thatis 
in hisabilitie to know the rule of righteouſneſle, and to 
take thetrue height thereof. For what likelihood is there 
fora man todociuſtice, and to be ignorant ofthe bounds- 
ries that hee muſt ve in thepraQiſe thereof ? Whence is 
that ſaying of s, Ambroſe; Male ſeretFum putat, quiregulan 

ſummeredtitudinis ignorat : Hethat vnderftandeth notthe 

rule ofequitie, is very like to bee deteRive in all dutiesof 
rightcouſneſſe. I grant that an ignorant man may doe 
right toanother : bur it is as the blinde man hitterh - 
mar 
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' marke;orat the leaſtashe who ſaw men walking like trees: .. 
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and 1 am ſure the former may as well miſſe as hit ; ſo the 
latter doth notoriouſly miltake the matter.” 
\/ The ſecond dimenhonts his latitude, which cxtendeth 
tothe profiting of others as well as hinwfelfe./:Cfrhis our 
Prophet ſpeaketh in this Plalme, when hee faith, that a 
ood man is mercifulland lendeth : which a&of chacitie 
for the good of borrowers morethen of the lender,who 
oftentimes loſeth both his goods and the loue of his bor- 
rowing friend. 1uſtus mags alys quan ſibi prozeſt , ſaith 
$. 4mbroſe : A inſt manis more helpfull and gaintull to 0- 
thers then himlelfe : and heercin hecreſemblerh the eiein 
the body, which ſeeth all bur it ſelfe ; and the Lion-like 
Cunne in the firmament, which ſenderh out beames of 
glorious light toll bur it ſelfe. 

Thethirdpointin the iuſt man is his longitude :' and 
that is, to bee contented onely with that isa mans owne, 
and to ſtretch out the length of his deſire and endeuour to 
nothing that belongeth ro another man, no not ſo much as 
ina with. For as an ancient Father ſaith, 1ſfus nil alienum 
wendicat, ſed cuilibet dat quod ſaum eft : The iuſt man clai- 
meth nothing but that is properto himſelfe,and giueth to o 
every man that belongeth vnto him : to God his due, to 
Ceſar his owne, and that with a willing anda ready minde. 

And ſaluation is then come to Zacchew houle, when he Luke 19.8, 
carricth this minde. 

The fourth thing to bee conſidered in this iuſt man, is 
his profunditic in the praftiſe of righteouſneſſe, which 
will not ſuffer him to damnific his neighbour, nor to vſc 
any nimble ſhifts, whereby toincreaſe his eſtate. ; bus to 
build all his fortunes (as men vſually ſpeake) vpor honeſt 
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juſt man wil neither damne afficere quenquam, nec aliquid dels; 
anneftere rei ſue, tricks and ſhifts are odious to a righteouy, 
man, yea though he might gaine Kingdoms therby, Such: 
a one was iuft /ob, whoſe greatneſle was a veile to prote& 
the poore ,and no priviledge to {et him on worke to prey 
vpon the diſtreſſed and needy , as in our dayes it is ( too 
common) whercin,alaſſe, many makethemſclucsgreat by 
vling trickes and ſhifts : and ſome vſe theirgreatneſſes 
mong(t their poore neighbours, as a meanes to maintaine 
their owne prodigall and ſinfull courſes, orto makerich 
theirlewd poſteritic , who ſpend all amongſt harlots and 
varlets, which themſelues have wretchedly gotten by kee- 
ping backe the labourers wages,skinning of the poore,and 
grinding the face ofthe needie ; a linne that in theſe daies' 
and in this countrey crieth for vengeance. ButI ſpeakeof 
4 iuſt man,who is farre from this behauiour ; and theliue- 
ly repreſentation whereof we may ſee in theſe particulars: 
that he vnderſtandeth the wayes of equitic, that heliveth 
. not as borne to himſelfe, but for the good of others,thathe 
is content with thathe hath, and laſtly, that neither with 
Abſolons lying flatterie, nor with Gebeſiescouetous bribes 
rie,nor with Achitephels (ubtile policie,nor with the Lyons 
like mightand power he will adde one cubire vnto his itt» 
ture ; but ſtill keeping an vpright heart inward , and hold: 
ing himſelfe within the confines of righteouſnes outward- 
ly,be paſſeth on in this world vntil hecome to the appoits 
ted ue of his life ; and marke him then, for fins illim 
pax,hisendis peace. * 
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Huy end is Peace. |

The Hebrews vnderſtand by this word Peace, al hap- 
pineſſe ; the Grecians a ſetled quietneſle of the ſoule, in 
which, as in aſure harbour,it retteth-in much ioy and true 
content : agreeing to which is that of S. Auguſtine, Pax et 
ſermitas mentis,tranquiliitas animi , and this peace is cither 
with God, whom we neuerſaw, and yet loue him and be- 
lecye in him or peace of conſcience orpeace with men: 
the firſt is from rhe aſſurance of ourciuftification by Chriſt a Rem.5.r. 
leſus : the ſecond is grounded vpon the former ; for from 
the knowledge that Dawid isat one with God is Davids ® 57; Þ Pala. 
pace accubabo pariter & dormiams , I will lie downe in peace 
aud reſt, becauſe thou Lord art my ſafe-guard: the laſt is 
from both the former ; for who ſo is at one with God 
and himſelfe, will ſeeke peace and enſue it, as* Abraham x G14 
did with Lot. The firſt, whichis peace with God,giuetha 
man boldnefſe to come to the Throne of grace, with an

For cither they vnderſtand nop 
their owne miſcrie,and ſo ſeeke not for Gods mercie, the 
fceling whereof bringethtrue peace; or elſe they ſee theiy 
faults ſo fearctull rhat rhey flie in deſpaire from thepres.

For the praQtiſe of allrheſe graces, let mee intreatyow 
conſider him as a husband ro a wite, a Maſter of a fami 
friend to his acquaintance, a Magiſtrate in his country,and 
aChriſtian in all. 4 
For the firſt Fhee dwelled with his wife as a-man of 
knowledge, free from inhumane auſteritie on the onelſide, 
and voyde of fond and idle complementing indulgencean 
the other ; which wiſe and Chriſtian behauiour, wasat 
fwered by his vertuous Ladic. 
For theſecond, as he wasa Maſter of a Family : whilelt 
he was a father (though God knoweth) that was but fax 
{ a ſhort time ; he vſed that blefling as though hee had nar 
' polleſſed ir, And as hewas a Maſter oucrſeruants, this 2 
iscare; that all vnder his charge were bountifully rewats: 
ded for their ſeruice, and wanted no means (though tohis 
greatcharge) toknow God. Such as were vertuous wits 
ted no encouragement : ſuch as were lefle tratablexy 
goodnefle,in the ſpirit ofmildenſſe he vſed all good means 
' to reclaimethem, [i briefe,he was to his ſeruants a fathers 
ly Maſter, in authoritie,in care,in counſel}, in countenange 
in louc,and in bountie ; I ſay in bounty to ther whilſthe 
liued,and in his large portions he hath cat out of his cſtare 
for them after his death : ſo thar iFany that followed him” 
beirregularlike Gehe/7e,annointipg his fingers with bribeg 
orryoting with the euill ſervant in the Goſpel ; I ſay 6 
more but ttiis, They have not lo learned Chrilinchben 
precept,norby their Maſters praiſe. 7 
Forthethird point ,as he was a friend: let enquiriebe

all times:rather with Aordachenquiring how his friends

worldly proſperitie. He was a right and true-hearted /onue- 
then,and ſuch a friend may I ſay he was, as I feare 1 hall - 
never finde till my ſoulereſt with his. 

For the fourth point, which concerneth him as he was 
2Magiſtrate : If /ethro wereliuing hee would haue called 
for him,as one fit to aſhſt Aoſes. Hee wanted no courage 
for a good cauſe,and toout-faceand reſiſt the wicked at- - 
tmprs and practiſes of vniuſt and vnlawfull diſorders : his 
fearc of God and ſoundneſſe in Religion, was neuerqueſti- - 
onable : his vpright dealing voyde of parrialitic or perſo- 
wall rcſpe&t,may be wienelled inthat generall lamentation 
taken vp for him by the people in this Country : and for 
his hating of couetouſneſle,and eſpecially inthe executing 
of bis office, his name ſhall-not die whileſt any that knew 
bimis left aliue, Who ever knew that he made vſe of the 
countries mony,or was vawilling to come to any account 
for colleed- money ; commirted to. his charge for the 
countries behoofe ? hee wasa man very much employed 
withthe right honourable the Lord #i{oughbie, as Depu- 
tie Licurcnantvnder that moſt worthy Lord T breaſorer, 
ad moſt wiſe Counſeller, the Lord Burley, And whenin 


* thedaycs of our laterenownedand neuerto be forgotten - 
* Queene El;zabeth (the mirrour of Chriſtendome,), there — 


Was yy_ employment for men and money, to keepe vn» 
c ſuperſtitious and rebellious Irilh, beſides the extra- - 
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dinary paines he tooke, and the great coſt he wasat toh 
' ther that ſeruice 3 he disburſed payments out of higowl 
urſe for the country,tillSeſſments conld be conuen 
ly made,and the money colleted. And this can all yg 
his fellow-labourers witneſſe,thatneither feare nor faubr, 
affinirynorconſanguinity,did ever binder him from goin 
on in an vpright courſeto doe ſeruice tro God,and our gravel 
cious King. Neyther was he voyde of compathon inthe® 
execution of Tuſtice : No,no,when hee dealt with _ 
or had to puniſh hard-hearted Atheiſts (which ſomerchy#

Andrhen 
his manner was to pray, That all the weeke and the whole 
time of hislife after hee might ſhew the fruit of thathis 
learning,and ſo he addreſſed himſelfe to the worksofthis 
calling :a cuſtom worth imitation by all you Gentlemen; 
and all other Chriſtians that meane to attaine the bappt- 
neſſe he now cnioyeth. Ifany ſhall aske me, how I knew 
theſethings: I anſwer,not by the ſounding ot a Trumpet, 
or the ringing ofa Bell, when he went about theſeprivate 
duties of pictic; but by a priuat conference I had with him 
of late: in which, as he asked counſell touching ſom need-

truth. And acquainting me with the particulars that were

end hee did till breake out intotheſe wordes;; Lord lefty 
ſtrengthen my faith, and Lord I belecue, helpe my vabes 
lecfe.

- did find no feare of it,as formerly inhis fleſh he had done; 
Vpo Wedneſday inthe morning I perceiving his ſtrength 
tadecay,and his paines to encreaſe, entreated him that he 
would ſet his houſe in order,and determine of his worldly 
affaireszand he looking cheerefully vpon me, thus ſpake:

Iafluremy ſelfe] ſhall doc: and for my worldly eſtate, I 
hauc made my Will, I haue diſpoſed of my land, though 
not as you have often wiſhed, yet ſoas 1 hope it ſhal ſtand, 
and I will impart the ſame vnto my brother #ray, which 
ſhortly after hedid. All that day he was in great paines, 
oftendeliring meto pray for him,and ſometimes greening 
£.tbat his bodily paines would.not giue himleaue to makea 

| vocall prayer; ycr once vpon a ſudden with lifted-vpeyes 
and handes,hee powered out bis heart in ſuch a heavenly 

[| manneras might affure the hearers that Gods ſpirit ſpake 
' 1thim. Vpon Wedneſday inthe night about ten of the 
clocke he fell intoa ſlumber, in which he continued buta 
while,and, as he ſaid when he awaked, all my bodily pains 
are gone away, but my mind is much troubled with cum- 
berſome thoughts; againſt which he made reſiſtance by 
priuat prayef,and by conference with one of his ſeruants 
thatattended him. About two ofthe clocke in the mor- 
ning Icameto him, and he told me what combats he had 
with his enemie:and I giving him ſuch counſel againſithe 
iame as God ggue me wiſdom to dozhe recciued is oi:

Immediatly after he made an excel-" 
lent confection of his faith, and of the hope that was in 
him touching his ſaluation; concluding that his confeflion 
with a praicr, that God would ſtrengthen him in that faith 
mtotheendand in hisend. Afrertheendot which pray- 
erbelifted vp his eyes and hands to heauen, and vttered 
theſe words : Now is my comforter come, and hell gates | 
ſhall not preuaile againſt mec,and by the power and com» 
fort of thy ſpirit T know I ſhall finiſh my courſe withioy, 
andafter receiuethe crowne of life: from the end of which 
prayer and contcfhon hee. was neuer troubled with any 
temptation.. T hen he being quiet for ſome halfe houre,[l 
#ked him, whether hee could call ro mind that cucr hee 
dealt hardly with any man, and if be had ſo done to make 
reſtitution ? he ſmilingly anſwered, I thapke GodI neuer 
tooke nor gotany goods vnlawfully,or vncharitably,and 1 
thanke you for putting mein mind of this point. . Once 
more he made a akon of his faith, vttered his diſlike 
ofPoper y,profeſsing that he bad often ſtudied to ſee ifhe 
could find any:comfort out of the Popiſh.doarine; and 
confeſſed he could notſeeany thing in:rhe Popiſh Reli- 
gion but ambition, bumane policie, and Heatheniſh 
| pofiogn He often made his prayers to God: by him- 
ſelfe and.with others : he gaue moſt heauenly counſaile to - 
bis friends,and to his ſcruants ; and where he thought the 
loue ofthe world had taken too.deepe hold im any, hedif- 
{waded from the ſame : verifying that truth, T hathethae 
sconuerted:;himſelfe will Rrengthen others. The ſpec-

hand, and otherparts were dead: hee would ſay, nowis 
ſuchapartdead. The vſe of his tongue God gauchimtill 
/ within halfan houre before his laſt breath, with which he 
' vttered many holy ſpeeches, wherof theſe were thelaſt? 
Farſake me not,O Lord,Be not thou farre from me,O my* 
God, Haſt thee to help me,O my Lord my ſaluation; And' 
now. Lord what wait I for ? My hope is onely in thee, and 
into thy hands I commend my ſpirit ; Lord Icſusreceiue 
— my ſoule: and alwayes hee concluded his prayers which 
himſelfe vetered, or which were made by others , with 
. theſe words, To whom bepraiſe and glorie for eyermore, 
Yea, when his ſpecch failed wee might perceine him to-
